Cabinet Head 
Resigns Post 


TORONTO, Oct. 27.-(AP)— 
Farquhar Oliver today resigned 
his portfolio as minister of pub- 
lic works and public welfare in 
the Ontario government. 
Announcement of the resignation 
came after two other members of 
the government had been sworn in 
to fill both his portfolios—High- 
ways Minister T. B. McQuesten 
taking over the public works port- 
folio and Health Minister Harold 
Kirby the public welfare portfolio. 
Norman Hipel, minister of lands 
and forests, was sworn in as pro- 
vincial secretary and registrar of 
the province. 


INSISTS ON ACCEPTANCE 

In his letter of resignation to 
Premier Gordon Conant, Mr. Oliver 
said he had sought to submit his 
resignation last Thursday — the 

same day Harry Nixon resigned as 
provincial secretary—but he had 
been prevailed upon to consider the 
matter for a few days. 

“I must, however, insist upon 
acceptance now,” he wrote. “I 

find myself completely out of 
harmony with the apparent lack 
of concern as we drift across the 
line that brings the completion 
of the government's elected term 
of office.” 

(This reference was to the life of 
the present government which ex- 
pired this fall, but which was ex- 
tended for one year at the last ses- 
sion of the legislature.) 


RAPS METHODS 

Mr. Oliver recalled that in 1934 
he had been critical of the Henry 
government for failure to hold by- 
elections to fill vacant seats and 
added: “My position has been fur- 
ther aggravated by your acceptance 
of the leadership without the en- 
dorsation of a provincial conven- 
tion or the sanction of a govern- 
ment members’ caucus. 

“In addition | have been a 
turbed over certain phasesto 
relationship of the Seobleees saith 
the federal authorities.” 

Mr. Oliver, who represents Grey 
South in the legislature, entered 
the cabinet Jan. 24, 1941. He was its 
youngest member. Born in 1904, he 
first became South Grey's M.L.A.

ed his constituency ever since.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 27,—(BUP)—Secretary of the 
Navy Frank Knox declared today that American forces 
are putting up a game fight against strong Japanese 
forces in the Solomons, but the “outcome is not yet clear.” 


Conceding that the enemy has a “lot of strength,” Knox 
said in response to a press conference inquiry that he was not 
“foreshadowing results and certainly I’m not foreshadowing 
defeat.” 


NEW YORK, Oct. 27.—(AP)—The Japanese broadcast today their 
version of a big naval and air battle yesterday in the Solomon Islands 
area, claiming the sinking of six United States warships, including four 
aircraft carriers, one battleship and another ship of unidentified type. 

This enemy report recalled others emanating from Tokyo after 
the Midway and Coral Sea batties, which turned out to be greatly 
exaggerated. 

The announcement, credited to Imperial headquarters and broadcast 
by both the Tokyo and Berlin radios, said American casualties also in- 
cluded another battleship, three cruisers and a destroyer heavily 
damaged. 

Comparatively minor losses were acknowledged by the Japanese, 
who said they suffered slight damage to two of their aircraft carriers 
and a cruiser in the engagement.

Maj.-Gen. J H. Roberts, who led| 
the raid on Dieppe Aug. 19, was 
the first of 74 Canadians receiving 
decorations and, after pinning the 
Distinguished Service Order on his 
tunic, the King said.

that this reservoir, nevertheless, is 
leaking “dangerously” through 
holes which were not punched by 
Hitler, “but by us.” 


“TRAGICALLY SMALL” 


One of those leaks, he said, was 
the “tragically small” amount of 
war material reaching the embat- 
tled legions of the United Nations, 
and warned that “if we continue to 
fail to deliver to our Allies what 
they are entitled to expect of us or 
what we have promised them, our 
reservoir of good-will will turn into 
one of resentment.” 


“We owe them more than boasts 
and broken proinises,” he said. 
Failure to define clearly the Allies’ 
war aims, Willkie said, also is caus- 
ing friends to be lost and he sug- 
gested that by the silence on the 
part of the United States toward 
the problem of Indian independ- 
ence “we have already drawn heav- 
ily on our reservoir of goodwill in 
the east.” 

Making it clear that his re- 
marks were not intended to refer 
to the British Commonwealth of 
Free Nations, Willkie suggested, 
however, that “British colonial 
possessions are but remnants of 
Empire” and that there are mil- 
lions of men and women within 
the Commonwealth “working self- 
lessly and with great skill to- 
wards reducing these remnants, 
extending the Commonwealth in 
place of the colonial system.” 


Willkie also scored what he} 
termed the “half-ignorant, half- 
patronizing way in which we have) 
grown accustomed to treating many 
of the peoples in eastern Europe 
and Asia.” 


Leaders of Britain's and Amer- 
{ca’s allies and potential allies are 
proud and intelligent men, Willkie

The United States has consistent- 
ly failed to send to these leaders 
representatives with authority to 
discuss such problems “intellig- 
ently” and to take realistic steps 
toward their solution, Willkie add- 
ed. 

In particular, he continued, no | 
man of cabinet rank has been sent 
on special missions to Russia “To | 
talk to Mr. Stalin,” adding that it 
was the British prime minister who | 
spoke primarily for the United 
States on the last such mission. 

“We must wipe out the distinc- 
tion in our minds between ‘first- 
class’ and ‘second-class’ allies,” 
he said. “We must send to re- 
present us among all our allies 
really distinguished men who are 
important enough in their own 
right to dare tell our president 
the truth.” 


_ Stupid, arbitrary or undemocratic | 
censorship, Willkie declared, re- 
sulted in “atrophy of intelligence” 
and he asserted that facts such as 
he had collected on his trip and 
reported in his speech “should be 
given to us all.” | 

“For unless we recognize and | 
correct them, we may lose the| 
friendship of half our allies before 
the war is over and then lost the 
Peace.” 

To win the war, the United States 
must know as much about it as pos- | 
sible, subject to the needs of mili-| 
tary security, he added. Then he| 
said: 

“You all recall that France had 
a military leader by the name of 
Maginot. When a far-sighted citi- 
zen of France occasionally suggest- 
ed that perhaps conditions of mod- 
ern warfare were such that for- | 
tresses built underground would 
not be adequate against airplanes 
and tanks, he was reminded that he 
should leave such matters to the 
experts.”

At another point, Willkie declar- 
ed: “Men with great power usually | 
like to live free of criticism. But | 
when they get that way, that’s the 
time to increase the criticism.”

Canada is in arrears in the shipment of 
bacon to Britain. This despite a recent in- 
crease in the movement of hogs to market 
and the cutting of domestic pork supplies 
to 50 per cent of the 1940 volume. It will 
be some time in November before the 
600,000,000 pounds promised by the end of 
September can be made up. And this month 
Should start the still heavier shipments 
needed to provide the 675,000,000 pound 
total for the coming contract year. 

There is something more involved in 
this than failure to keep a business bargain. 
Britain needs the bacon. It is depending on 
Canada to supply 80 per cent of its import 
requirements, Our failure to keep up to 
the shipping schedule means that the peo- 
ple oversea are eating less bacon than they 
should have, or they are dipping into what- 
ever small reserves have been piled up to 
meet such a situation. 

Canadians know enough about food 
supplies in Britain to know that having to 
do without a slice of bacon per day will be 
a real hardship to the hard-working people 
of that country. “Off bacon and fresh 
pork” should be a rule in every Canadian 
family until we catch up the arrears in 
shipments,

The More Buyers the Better 


At the end of the first week of the Vic- 
tory Loan campaign well over one-third of 
the needed $750,000,000 had been obtained, 
with two weeks to run before the sale is 
Supposed to end. The subscribers during 
the initial week numbered 331,229. 

Mr. Spinney, chairman of the war fin- 
ance committee, finds this a ‘moderately 
satisfactory” showing. From which it may 
be inferred that a larger sum had been 
looked for. He does note, however, that 
people of limited means are contributing 
more generally than they did to the last 
loan. The average of wage-earner sub- 
scriptions is placed at $95. 

Including dependents of subscribers, 
the figures for the week indicate that 
about 1,000,000 Canadians had through 
purchase of bonds secured financial pro- 
tection for their future. It is to be hoped 
that as many more will secure such protec- 
tion during each of the remaining weeks, 

It would be a splendid thing, for the in- 
dividuals who compose the nation and for 
the country, if the end of the war should 
find every family in Canada fortified 
against future need by a sheaf of war 
bonds or savings certificates. The nearer 
to a universal “distribution” of bonds and 
certificates that can be achieved, the less 
private and public trouble there will be in 
making the shift back from war to peace 
footing.

It is disclosed that United States forces 
have established bases in the Fiji and 
New Hebrides Islands, reinforcing the 
British garrisons and native troops. 

This means little to the average reader 
unless he takes a look at his war map, If 
he does so he will note the other welcome 
fact that the Allies hold more groups of 
islands in the South Pacific than the Jap- 
anese control or ever have controlled. 

The spectacular sweep in the early 
months of this year left a fairly general 
impression that the enemy had swarmed 
over or into about every piece of land in 
the southern sea, with the exception of 
Australia and New Zealand. That was a 
misconception. The drive was confined to 
the western half of the archipelago, the 
Solomons and New Guinea marking the 
eastern limits of the raid.

The Desert Thrust 


The suddenly renewed war in the des- 
ert is young yet. While the Allied forces 
got the jump on the enemy and made good 
headway in the opening stage, it will not do 
to take victory for granted. A few months 
ago General Ritchie was quite sure he had 

sommel beaten, only to find that he had 
been trapped, and the result was a decisive 
and costly defeat. 

The astute Axis commander has not 
Spent the ensuing months idly. He has 
massed all the mechanized forces and all 
the Supplies that could be smuggled across 
the Mediterranean. No one knows better 
than he that defeat would be disastrous 
not only for his army and his prestige, but 
for Hitler's plans of conquest in and 
through the Near East. Reports that Rom- 
mel is sick may be discounted; he is prob- 
ably not too sick to give advice. There is 
a lot of hard fighting to be done before the 
victors at Tobruk are killed, coralled or 
chased back across the sands of Libya. 

That, very evidently, is what Gen- 
eral Alexander plans to do. The combined 
action by land, air and sea makes plain 
that this is a major offensive, not a line-

straightening project. While information 
is sketchy, it is known that the Allied army 
has been built up until it has greater strik- 
ing power than Auchinleck or Wavell had a 
their disposal. 

The Allied air forces claim, and seem- 
ingly have, almost complete mastery over- 
head. Fleet units are operating vigorously 
along the Libyan coast and against the 
enemy transports. The artillery is said to 
have put over the heaviest barrage on Sat- 
urday ever seen in the desert. The tank 
and other armored units are confidently 
reported to be more than a match for their 
opponents. As the Allies started the fight- 
ing, the high command must be satisfied 
that the army is ready to do the job. 

The “second front’ has been opened, 
not where many expected, and in a theatre 
very remote from sources of supplies, but 
where a decisive defeat will be signally de- 
moralizing to the enemy. It can be said 
that we have a right to expect to win the 
battle of Egypt, and in winning to strike a 
telling blow to the Axis power and plans— 
and to the solidarity of the Axis itself. If 
we win there, Italy will not be of much 
future use to Herr Hitler—and might even 
break with him.

200,000 men killed and 600,000 wounded in 
45 days on the Russian front.

and with a careful checking of the 
results. I refer to the work done in 
Vermont and a bit of New Hamp- 
shire by the Volunteer Land Corps. 


Complicated 


Like every problem involving the 
lives and work of human beings the 
problem of putting adolescents to 
work in an environment strange to 
them, is much more complicated 
than it seems at tirst sight. Unless 
the whole matter is handled with} 
intelligence, sympathy, understand- 
ing of youth and understanding of 
farmers; unless provision is made 
for adjustment of human relations; | 
unless an esprit decorps is created 
amongst the recruits; unless both 
farmer and recruit are mentally 
conditioned for the new relation- 
ship; unless provision is made for 
insurance; unless communities are 
organized to welcume the recruits 
and brought into collaboration with 
them in such problems as recrea- 
tion—unless these and many many 
more problems are foreseen and 
provided for, the maladjustments 
and the turnover as a result of such 


maladjtistments can render the 
progran) useless. 

For people are not things. It is 
easy to talk of “rationing” man- 


power; but it is ‘nfinitely harder to 
ration people than it is to ration 
sugar or machine tools, People, as 
it happens, have lives of their own 
—tastes, wills, capacities, ideals, de- 
sires, and all sorts of other flesh- 
blood-mind attributes which resist 
“rationing.” 


Youth Movement 


Adolescent youth is no exception 
Yet, if the schools would co-operate 
by shortening the school year, as} 
has been suggested by the Presi- 
dent, and if the organization of six- 
teen and seventeen-year olds is 
properly conceived and executed, 
the exodus of such youth to farms 
can not only supply the nation with 
millions of man-hours for the pro-| 
duction of foods, but can be the 
basis for a greal youth movement, 
based upon patriotism, work, 
honor, health, home, and happiness 

the last named being the famous 
Four H square’ of values animating 
what is already the greatest move- 
ment of country youngsters. 

Furthermore, there is an already 
established agency of government 
with long and deep experience, | 
which could take over this problem | 
and solve it in a great constructive | 
way. To my mind, and after in- 
timate experience with the prob- 
lem last summer. there is only one 
such Federal Agency, That is the 
Extension: Service of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.

Four H clubs; techniques of inte- 
gration with educational institu- 
lions, through the Land Grant 
Colleges; understanding of de- 
centralization—integration between 
Federal and State agencies; long 
established contacts with every 
rural communily in the nation, 
through the County Agents; and, 
finally, an elastic administration 
that understands the nature of 
drawing in and working with vol- 
untary committees, 

All these integrations, together 
with a long experience, make it an 
ideal agency to handle this prob- 
lem.

The War Today 


BY JOHN COLLI 


Nothing that has appeared in the 
news for the past two or three days 
can give much cause for concern 


Quite the contrary. We have been 
presented with an array of evi 
dence which indicates the growing} 


trepidation of the Axis rulers and 
the general dissolution of their 
power. We have also been given 
proof of the expanding strength 
and growing confidence of the 
United Nations | 

The war of nerves which was car-| 
ried on with such clumsy transpar- 
ency by the Axis has been taken 
up with much more skill and sub- 
tlety by the United Nations, Hitler 
is bewildered, and admits it. Vichy 
knows not which way to turn, and} 
there is much coming and going of 
emissaries between Vichy and the 
German headquarters in Paris 

The most bewildering manifesta- 
tion of the Allied propaganda of-|} 
fensive is the current treatment of} 
Italy. The United States beams 
with food indulgence upon the It- 
alians, removes the stigma of being 
classified as enemy aliens from 
lialians in the United States, and 
maintains a special Presidential en- 
voy at the Vatican 


ITALIAN NAVY 
UNDER ROMMEL 


The British scow! fiercely at the} 
Italians, make rude remarks about 
Mussolini, and after months of re- 
straint unload several hundred tons | 
of high explosives on Genoa and| 


Turin. It looks like a conflict in 
policy, but is no doubt part of a 
well-conceived plan. 

Genoa and Turin, it is true, are 
prime military objectives, having} 
special significance in view of the} 
forthcoming battle in North Africa, 
for which the Germans are franti- 
cally preparing. Genoa is a shipping} 
point for munitions destined to 
Rommel’s armies, as well as being} 
a major Italian naval base. Since 
Rommel has been made Com- 
mander-in-Chief of all Axis forces 
in the Mediterranean, the Italian 
fleet is now his to dispose, and he is 
sure to make more vigorous use of 
it than the Italian admirals would 
care to. 

Nevertheless, it is always British 
aircraft which attack Italian objec- 
tives, while American aircraft op- 
erate over German-occupied areas. 
This may be a natural distribution 
of military responsibility based on 
the locations of British and Ameri- 
ean heavy bombers, but it can be 
used in the war of nerves. 


UNITED STATES DOES 
THE COAXING 


The Italians have no grudges to 
work off against the Americans. It 
was not the United States which 
protested about the Italian occupa- 
tion of Ethiopia, and it was a Brit- 
ish Minister to the League of Na- 
tions who invoked the clause pro- 
viding for economic sanctions 
against Italy when she embarked 
upon her campaign of aggression. 
The United States is, therefore, the 
logical partner to coax the italians, 
while the British do the kicking. A 
few really heavy bombing attacks, 
and Rome may be expected to put 
out feelers in Washington to see 
whether the Americans wouldn't 
please eall off the dog. The Ameri- 
cans would then explain that they 
would be glad to use their influ- 
ence in London, provided the Ital- 
jans undertook to fulfill certain 
conditions, 

The same possibilities exist in the 
ease of Vichy France. The United 
States still maintains formal rela- 
tions with Vichy, although she re- 
called her Ambassador, The Ameri- 
cans are, therefore, is a very useful

GERMANS GROW WEAKER 

The Germans are growing weak 
It is officially reported from Cairo 
that Allied air power has attained 
a greater mastery in North Africa 
than ever it had before, and it is 
said that the Germans are not re- 
ceiving air rein\orcements from 
Europe in any considerable quan- 
tities. So long as the Russians 
hold the initiative along most of 
the front, as they now appear to 


as 


do, it is hard to see how the Ger- 
mans will be able to afford to trans- 
fer a great deal of air strength 
from the Eastern Front. German 
aircraft will be needed to harass 
and disperse menacing concentra- 


tions of Russian power 

But so long as Allied aircraft are 
able to operate with as little inter- 
ference as they now do in the East- 
ern Mediterranean, the cost of bol- 
Rommel’s strength to the 
point where he is reasonably secure 
be prohibitive. While the 
Axis is talking loudly about a twin 
offensive in the Eastern Mediter- 
ranean, directed at the simultane- 
ous capture of Egypt and Syria, the 
evidence points to an opposite pol- 
icy. The Bulgarians are fortifying 
the Macedonian borderline against 
the ravages of Greek guerrilla 
troops, who have now joined hands 
with their Serbian colleagues to 
the north. 


PREPARING FOR DEFENSIVE 
With the help of German engi- 


|neers the Bulgarians are now for- 


tifying the Aegean coast of Mace- 
donia up to the Turkish border. 
This is a strange occupation for 
German engineers to be engaged in 
at a time when they are supposed 


|to be preparing an offensive against 


Syria. The fact is that the Axis is 
making ready to fall back on the 
defensive everywhere from Norway 
to the Black Sea, and from the 
Black Sea to the Baltic along the 
Eastern Front. How long the war 
will last depends on how soon we 
can mass enough strength and learn 
how to use it with sufficient vigor 
and enterprise to crack the Axis 
defenses, and how much help we 
shall get from the forces of corrup- 
tion and disintegration which are 
now working so vigorously behind 
the German lines, 

It is interesting to note that 
points of resistance in Southeast- 
ern Europe have spread themselves 
until tey are impinging upon each 
other and are becoming coagulated 
into a continuous area of great ex- 
tent. Insurgent forces in Northern 
Greece have joined hands with the 
mountain guerillas of Serbia, and 
both are ready to support the re- 
bellious tribesmen of Albania. 


COMPLAIN OF THE WEATHER 


Croat insurgents too have joined 
the Balkan entente of the cham- 
pions of freedom. And the whole 
Adriatic has been thrown into a 
turmoil which is causing grave con- 
cern to the Italian government. 
Before many weeks are over, Bul-| 
garian and Rumanian dissidents 
will be added to the already for- 
midable forces of rebellion, and 
the Germans will be confronted 
with a military problem of no small 
importance, 

Hitler boasted recently that he 
had learned how to beat the Rus- 
sian winter, and that weather 
would no longer play such an im- 
portant part in the campaign on} 
the Eastern Front as it did last | 
year. Nevertheless, it is the Ger- 
man despatches today which are 
complaining that snow and rain 
have turned the Eastern Front into 
a quagmire through which it is} 
almost impossible to move military 
supplies. 

If the Russians are able to take 
advantage of the situation and} 
carry on operations of their own, | 
it is not because the weather plays | 
favorites, but because the Russians 
are fighting almost on top of their

SLEEPING BAGS

Mrs. W. B. H. writes, “You 
might. be interested in the sleep- 
ing bag used successfully by the 
little people in my family. They 
are very simple to make. For 
each one we get three yards of a 
warm, bathrobe material. This is 
folded once and the sides and 
bottom are stitched together 
forming a large pillow case, one 
and one-half yards long and as 
wide as the material. The open 
top is faced with white cotton 
flannel. 

“The baby is put into it when 
ready for bed, like a rabbit in a 
rabbit bag. A bit of the front edge 
is lapped over the back edge on 
each side of the baby’s neck and 
pinned through both thicknesses of 
material with large, stout, safety 
pins. We are careful, of course, not 
to get it too tight. In mild weather 
the baby’s arms come through the 
openings in the corner, when it is 
bitterly cold we fold those across 
the back and pin between the} 
shoulders. We find these bags give | 
plenty of freedom to an active child 
and keep him safe and warm.” 


A GOOD METHOD
